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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

/. Status of the claims 

Claim 1 8 is amended, claims 24 and 26 are canceled and claims 66-72 are added 
with this amendment. Claims 18-23, 25, and 66-72 are pending with this amendment. 

//. Support for the amendment 

Support for the amendments can be found in the specification and claims as 
originally filed. The amendment to claim 18 merely incorporates the subject matter of now 
canceled claim 26 New claim 66 represents a combination of the subject matter of claims 18 and 
24 before this amendment. New claims 67-72 are identical to claims 19-23 and 25, respectively, 
but depend from claim 66. No new matter is added. 

III. Rejection under 35 U.S. C. § 112, first paragraph 

Claims 18-23 and 25 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph as 
allegedly not enabled for all fusion proteins comprising SEQ ID NO:22. The Examiner, 
however, acknowledged that if claims 24 and 26 were rewritten in independent form, they would 
be allowable. Applicants respectfully traverse the rejection. 

Applicants strongly object to the Examiner's assertion that generation of any and 
all fusion proteins comprising SEQ ID NO:22 are not enabled. However, to expedite 
prosecution, Applicants have amended the claims to incorporate the subject matter of claims 24 
and 26 into independent claims 66 and 18, respectively, in accordance with the Examiner's 
suggestions. All other claims now depend from claims 18 and 66. Accordingly, Applicants 
respectfully request withdrawal of the rejection. 
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CONCLUSION
